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REMARKS 

Claims 1 , 3, 4, 6 to 8, 1 1 to 1 8, 22, 24, 26 and 27 are present. 
Claims 19, 20 and 21 have been cancelled. 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph. 
Claims 1 , 3, 4, 6 to 8, 1 1 to 1 8, 24, 26 and 27 are allowed. * 

Amendments 

Claim 22 has been amended so that it no longer depends from Claim 21. 
Claim 16 has been amended as suggested by the Examiner to replace "x 1 " in the formula 
with ~y- so that it is consistent with Claim 14. 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph. 
Claim 21 has been cancelled. 

Claim 22 is directed to a method of using the compounds of Claim 1 to treat certain 
inflammatory or immune diseases. As indicated on pages 1 to 4 of the Specification, it is known in 
the art that melanocortin-receptor agonists are known for treating MC-1 R or MC-4R associated 
conditions as claimed in Claim 22. Applicants include compositions, dosages and methods of 
treating the diseases of Claim 22 and therefore provide an enabling disclosure. 

It is therefore believed that Claim 22 complies with 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph. 

Summary 

In view of the foregoing the Applicants believe that Claims 1 , 3, 4, 6 to 8, 1 1 to 18, 22, 24, 
26 and 27, as amended, are now in condition for allowance.
